Cood  report — very  siiniliar  to  one 
reported  from  Alaska.  The  initial 
sighting  was  300°  to  32J° 
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At  1900  hrs,j_29  May  1952,  an  unidentified  object  vac  observed  from 
a surface  position  '&i  - 9^27 jE>, 

The  object  appeared  to  be  either  ououi.rr  or  flat  find  intensely  bright, 
and  changed  positions  from  the  horizontal  to  the  vertical  several  times 
before  ascending  out  of  sight.  Total  tine  of  observation  was  fo’irteen  (14) 
minutes. 
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1*  This  object  appeared  to  be  a snail,  flat,  intensely  bright,  thin  ob- 
ject in  a horizontal  position.  It  maintained  its'  shape  and  appearance  at  the 
same  time  a thin  stratus  layer  of  clour!  s in  the  same  general  area  did  change 
in  shape  and  position.  The  object  traveled  from  left  to  right  giving  either 
the  illusion  of  being  very  high  or  traveling  very  slow.  A short  time  later, 
the  object  turned  to  a vertical  position,  remaining  upright  for  eight  minutes, 
then  slowly  tilting  to  the  near  horizontal  position.  Again  the  object  assumed 
the  vertical  position,  rising  to  a point  beyond  visible  sight.  Upon  excel ler- 
fttion  upward,  this  object  lengthened  and  at  the  sore  time  turned  to  e mild  red 
or  orange.  The  observer  believed  the  object  to  be  a flame  trail  rather  than 
a material  object  due  to  it3  change  in  length  and  color.  The  speed  could  not 
be  established,  but  it  wan  estimated  to  have  taken  4 seconds  to  disappear  after 
moving  into  the  final  vortical  position. 

2.  The  object  was  observed  on  29  May  from  1900  hrs  to  1914  hrs  Central 
Standard  Time. 

3*  The  object  was  observed  visually  from  the  surface. 

4*  Observation  was  made  from  29°29'N  - 98°27,2  (Reference  Incl  2).  The 
object  was  observed  at  approximately  300°  to  325° • The  angle  of  vision  was 
approximately  25°-30°  from  the  earths  surface.

MHM,  San  Antonio,  Texas,  with  my  wife  and  a civilian  salesman,  Mr. 

when  my  attention  was  caught  by  what  appeared  to  be  a snail  flat 
iRTensely  bright  cloud  in  a horizontal  oosition.  It  was  thin  and  maintained 
its  shape  and  appearance  while  a thin  stratus  layer  of  clouds  in  the  seme  gen- 
eral direction  did  change  in  shape  and  position.  The  object  traveled  from 
left  to  right  for  several  minutes  giving  the  illusion  of  either  being  very 
high  or  traveling  very  slowly.  Upon  reaching  a position  of  being  sighted 
over  a neighbors  television  antennae  the  object  slowly  turned  until  it  was  in 
cn  exact  vertical  position  without  any  change  of  shape  or  color.  Tt  remained 
in  this  position  for  eight  minutes  by  the  clock  and  then  slowly  tilted  from 
the  vertical  to  the  near  horizontal  position.  It  then  started  further  move- 
ment to  the  right.  It  was  noted  at  thi3  time  that  it  was  slowly  descending 
which  was  for  a few  seconds  only.  It  then  proceeded  to  complete  a gradual 
upward  curve  to  an  angle  estimated  to  be  60°  from  horizontal.  The  visible  ob- 
ject appeared  to  be  a fleme  trail  and  not  the  device  producing  it,  as  evi- 
denced by  the  extension  end  acceleration  to  a point  beyond  visible  sight.  Also 
during  the  -neriod  of  acceleration  the  visible  object  changed  from  an  inVnse 
silvery  glow  to  a mild  red  or  orange.  The  attention  of  my  wife,  Mr. 

and  our  next  door  neighbor  who  was  working  on  her  lawn  was  directed  to 
the  object.  With  the  exception  of  the  first  few  minutes  they  also  witnessed 
vhat  I have  described  here.  The  total  observation  was  observed  from  a bearing 
of  approximately  300°  to  325°*  The  angle  from  horizontal  in  the  vertical  plane 
was  approximately  25*30°  except  for  the  last  few  seconds  s the  object  dis- 
appeored.  At  this  point  the  angle  appeared. to  exceed  45° • Fxcept  for  a few 
thin  high  stratus  ciouds  the  sky  was  clear  end  visibility  good. 
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
